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INTRODUCTION 


This compilation presents a listing of articles on American literature 
written in English and appearing in periodicals from 1900 through 1950. 
It is a revision and extension of the listing published in 1947 as Articles on 
American Literature Appearing in Current Periodicals, 1920-1945. Certain 
articles in languages other than English have been included, but no sys- 
tematic search has been made through foreign language periodicals of the 
period. The term “articles on American literature” has been interpreted 
broadly in order to include significant reviews and review articles. The 
purpose of this compilation is to provide as useful and therefore as com- 
plete a listing as possible, but the compiler has exercised some selection in 
omitting articles which have seemed only peripherally concerned with 
literature in America. 

Every person who uses this compilation owes large debts to many 
people. First among them is Jay B. Hubbell, who in 1929 began the quar- 
terly publication in American Literature of “Articles on American Litera- 
ture Appearing in Current Periodicals” and whose encouragement and 
advice has been given freely to each of the compilers who succeeded him. 
Second are members of the Committee on Bibliography of the American 
Literature Group of the Modern Language Association of America, who 
for more than twenty years have submitted to the Group Bibliographer 
their quarterly findings. The library staffs of the University of Penn- 
sylvania and of Duke University have been generous in helping assemble 
and file materials for this and the previous edition. The Research Council 
of Duke University has made funds available over a period of years for 
the employment of assistants who searched file after file of old periodicals, 
and funds also for the not inconsiderable task of preparing copy for the 
printers. Scores of fellow students in American literature have supplied 
the compiler with corrections and additions to the listings as previously 
published: to name them all would be impracticable, to name a few would 
be unfair. Jane Cook, who spent six months editing copy, must, however, 
be remembered, and particualrly Florence Blakely, of the reference staff 
of the Duke University Library, who has worked with the compiler for 
four years in correcting, expanding, and editing the listing. Finally, debts 
are owed to Ashbel Brice of the Duke University Press for effectively 
solving some complicated problems of composition. 

As a revision and extension of the cumulative compilation of 1947, the 
present volume contains articles as listed in the quarterly check list of 
“Articles on American Literature Appearing in Current Periodicals’ in- 
American Literature from 1929 and articles listed in the annual “American 
Bibliography” in the Publications of the Modern Language Association of 
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America from 1922. It has been checked against, and in some instances has 
corrected the bibliographical listings in, the Cambridge History of Ameri- 
can Literature (1917-21), the Literary History of the United States 
(1948), the Literature of the American People (1951), Walter Fuller 
Taylor’s History of American Letters (1936), Perry Miller and T. H. 
Johnson’s The Puritans (1938), Fred B. Millett’s Contemporary American 
Authors (1944), Frederick J. Hoffman, Charles Allen, and Carolyn F. 
Ulrich’s The Little Magazines (1946), George Arms’s Poetry Explication 
(1950), Morton Dauwen Zabel’s Literary Opinion in America (1951), 
and the various volumes of the American Writers Series. Separate bibliog- 
raphies, published and unpublished, of individual authors have been con- 
sulted as available. 

From 1929 through 1950 it pretends to have examined, with the co- 
operation of the Committee on Bibliography of the American Literature 
Group, all pertinent periodicals. From 1900 to 1929 the following periodi- 
cals have been searched:

ABBREVIATIONS 


In listing the location of each article an attempt has been made to be as 
concise and at the same time as clear as possible. The title of the periodical 
in which an article appears is often abbreviated (see below) and is italicized. 
It is followed by the volume number in arabic numerals or, if no volume is 
indicated, by the number (no.) or section (sec.) of the issue in which the 
article appears. Next follows the date of publication in parentheses; then 
the pages on which the article is to be found. Dates are listed in the follow- 
ing order: day, month, year; or month (or issue) and year; or, in some 
instances, simply by year. When preceded by indication of month or issue, 
the year is abbreviated (O01 for 1901). Months are abbreviated: Ja, F, Mr, 
Ap, My, Je, Jl, Ag, S, O, N, D. For quarterly publications which are dated 
seasonally, the abbreviations Sp (Spring), Su (Summer), Fl (Fall), Au 
(Autumn), and Wi (Winter) are used. The titles or portions of titles of 
certain periodicals are abbreviated as follows:

The following list of symbols and abbreviations covers all the journals which 
are regularly checked by members of the Committee on Bibliography. It in- 
cludes both the names of magazines regularly checked and the abbreviations used 
for general terms, such as Acad for academy, Aesth for aesthetic or aesthetics, 
Rev for review or Revue. (Many other periodicals publish occasional articles 
on American literature which are also frequently listed in our quarterly check- 
lists. For them, either full names or obvious abbreviations are used.) The 
Committee on Bibliography welcomes suggestions for change in or addition to its 
list. Such suggestions should be sent to its chairman, C. Hugh Holman, Depart- 
ment of English, University of North Carolina, Chapel Hill, N. C. 

For a number of periodicals the Committee has been using the PMLA 
abbreviations as given in “Annual Bibliography for 1956,” PMLA, LXXII, 135- 
146 (April, 1957). For other periodicals which are regularly checked but which 
are not in the PMLA table of abbreviations, longer forms based on the general 
abbreviations are used. These abbreviations are drawn from Lewis Leary, 
Articles on American Literature 1900-1950 (Durham, N. C., 1954), pp. xi-xiv; 
although, in a few cases, modifications have been made.
